tunately, she has fallen into good hands
It was through the publication of the girl'3
difcappcarance in The Evening Times yes-

terday that the whereabouts ot the child
were discovered

Thi Times story was read Ian night by
Mr. John Hawser, a ticket broker at No.
G31 Pennsylvania avenue, wbo remembered
that he had heard his friend , Supt. Lanham.
of the parking commission, say that he had
round a little girl la the streets of Washing-
ton and taken her to his home In LHUhatu's,
about eleven miles from here, and was
caring from her. It was from this clew
that a Times reporter located the girl to-

day.
No evil has befallen the child, and she

probably nt.w bab the best home 6hehas
ever known. Moreover, Mr. Lanham and
his family are anxious to retain the little
stranger and accord her the same prlvi
leges which thy enjoy.

A week ago last Thuisday afternoon Mr.
Lanham was driving outof the yard which
surrounds htsorficatSccond and IJ streets
southwest, when he saw a little waif
seated sadly on the curbstone near the
corner- - The little one was ill dressed and
seemed downcast and melancholy. In her
hand she carried three small bananas and
a piece.

Mr. Lanham wa6 moved to pity and
stopping, he addressed the child in kindly
tcnes nod asked her the cause of her
apparent trouble Hesitatingly at first,
but freely after he had gained confidence,
she told her new-foun- d friend that her name
was Virginia Fritter and that she had no
home.

Little hy little Mr. Lanham drew her sad
story from her. She baid she had been
In Washington but two weeks and had
lived at No. 009, on tome street, she could
not reiii'mbr, except that It was beyond
the Capitol.

The people, she said, had made her work
very hard. They kept anumber ot boarders
who Worked on a street railway, aiid bhe

had to be up, bhc said, from 3 o'clock lu
the morning until late at night, and carry
lunch baskets. She did not like the place
and had concluded to run away, never to
return thero.

It was 7 in the morning when she lert,
and 2 In the afternoon wheu Mr. Lanham
found her.

She did not know where she was going;
she wanted some place to work. She did
not know her way about town, and had
become lost. Wearied, she rested herself
on the curbstone.

ner clothing was raed and dirty ami
her allocs barely hung to her feet. Mr.
Lanham was moved to pity and taking the
child into his office allowed her to remain
there until evening, when he took her on
the train oul to hisown home.

Virginia was more than willing to go.
Mrs. Lanham and her two daughters
treated her kindly and gave her a pleasant
home. Now she Is contented and does not
want to leave, after being provided with
clean clotnlng and a new pair ot shoes.

Finally she told her whole Etory to
her new-foun- d friends, who adx-ise- her
to write to her father.

Western Union Company's Claims

for Official Messages.

First Assistant Postmaster General
Heath Gettlug Ready His Report

For the Court of Claims

Flrbt Assistant Postmaster General Perry
Heath hus under preparation Ills report as
referee In the case of the Western Union
Telegraph Company against the Postorflce
Department. This report will be presented
to th- - Court or Claims, before which court
thecontest will be made. This claim against
the department involves a sum or between
$G00,000 and $1,000,000, and is tor the
transmission or Government telegrams.

Amu paved by Congress In lbGG gives to
the Postmaster General the right to rix
tlie rate at which telegrams shall be trans
milted, not only for the Postoffice Depart-
ment, but for tho other departments ot the
Government. When Mr. Wanamaker bo

came Postmaster General he urged tne ie
sirabiilty of a postal telegraph, but failing
liithlbhoflXfd the rati-- for telegraphic mes-
sages at a lower rate than the Western
Union would accept.

Mi. rixed the rate in 1890
at 10 cents for ten words for all dis-

tances up to 400 miles, and hair a cent
Tor each word in excess or ten. He fixed
the rate at 15 cents ror the first ten words
for dlsianres between 400 and 1,000 miles,
w Ith thres-uuarte- of a cent for each ad
ditional word, nair a cent u word was
tived a? the rate Tor distances above 1,000
miles For night messages he allowed 15
ctuts for the first twenty words for all
distances and half-ce- for each addi-

tional word! He reduced the rate on mes-
sages for the Signal Service from 3 cents
to 2 2 cents per word.

The Western Union could not refuse to
ran8mlt Government telegrams, but was
dissatisfied with the rate. They did not
render any bills. Postmaster General Bis-se- l

Increased the rate practically to the fig-
ure rrom which it had been reduced by Mr.
Wanamaker. Then the Western Union
sought to collect its bill for services ren-
dered under Mr. Wanamaker. The bill was
presented to thf: Court of Claims for ad-
judication. The court appointed two ref-
erees, oue. Mr. William A. Brown, for the
telegraph company, and 0. Shepherd, chief
of the division of salaries and allowances of
the Postoffice Department, for the depart-
ment Mr. Brown Tiled a report, but Mr.
Shepherd did not. He was relieved of his
duties at the department and It became
necessary to appoint a representative of the
department In his stead.

Postmast General Gary, recommended his
first assistant and then the Western Union
suggested that Mr. Heath be made sole
referee. This was done by the Court of
Claims and then Mr. noath began work on
the report, which he will soon present to
the court.

We
would add our prayers to those which have
already reached you that you wlllgraclously
exercise your royal power to mitigate the
sentence.

V e .otiId recall to your mind theextreme
youth and inexperience of this unhappy
girl. We would venture to remind your
majesty that such a sentence carried out
on a young lady of culture and refine-
ment means her utter ruin, phjslcally, so-
cially and morally. We do not believe
that your majesty's clemency will be mis-
placed In saving this girl, only elchteen
eare or age, from such a fate. We ask

you, gracious lady, to consider favorably
our petition, which Is entirely unbiased by
any political considerations; and your pe-
titioners will ever pray.
